DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks and claim amendments, filed 1/30/09, with 
respect to the rejection of claim 8 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 8 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 8 is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Prior art 
made of record and relied upon does not teach or fairly suggest a switch that is 
separate from the "detecting switch" wherein said separate switch controls the supply of 
the fuel to the fuel cell. The closest prior art is U.S 2004/0131903, however it no longer 
qualifies as prior art because applicants perfected their foreign priority claim with an 
English translation submitted on 9/5/08. The rest of the prior art of record does not 
teach the above feature and there is no motivation for a skilled artisan to modify the 
prior art to make the instantly claimed invention.
